Tho 
animal was owned by Fred Peterson who 
lives near Hood's Creek, It was on Sat- 
urday that the dog first showed indica- 
tions of hydrophobia. It Srst attacked 
•ind bit n'lihilJ of Mr. Peterson, then 
the hired man and ran iato the home of 
Mrs. C. Strom aad bit her. After this 
the brute ran through Holds and it is 
feared bit other dogs ond many cattle 
and horses.

American Boat Over Twelve Minutes Ahead of

and Hopelessly Beaten. 


•NEW YORK. Aug. 27.—The race be- 


tween Reliance and Shamrock III today 
was sailed under very disadvantageous 
circumstances, the wind being very ligln. 
The Reliance had approached to within 
two miles of the finish when the 
IMCO 


' was called off as it was impossible to 


finish in the time limit of five hours and 
a half. 
The Shamrock was hopelessly 


beaten, being nearly two miles in the 
rear.'

PROSPECTS POOR FOR RACE. 


It was dark and lowering this morn- 


ing when the crews of the yachts pre- 
pared for the third contest. The sky 
was overcast and 
at 7 o'clock 
light 


showers of rain were falling. The south- 
east breeze which blew finely yesterday, 
had blown itself out by claim. There. 
were many calm spots over the occ'iri. 
Yesterday's southeaster had left sonic- 
thing of a ground swell and the surf 
along shore was fairly heavy. Notwilh-. 
standing these dull conditions the air 
was surprisingly clear, but thn wind was 
not strong and three and a half hours 
before the time for the races to com- 
mence, the chances for a postponement 
seemed better than for a nice. At 8 
o'clock the wind had freshened some- 
what and was blowing about four miles 
east. 


WIND FRESHENS. 


Mr. Herreshoff, the designer of Re- 


liance, predicted that while the yachts 
might start, they would hardly be able 
to finish within the time allowance. 


Shortly after S o'clock the crews on 


thjj two yachts encouraged by the ap- 
pearance of a few scattered rays of sun 
put up their .staysails and jibs in stops 
and raised their mainsails. The wind 
had hauled a trifle south of cost and IVIIK 
freshening and Shamrock was ready to 
go out while Reliance \va-.-i preparing to 
take :i tow. 


NO FRICTION, SAYS LITTON. 


Mr. Ixetin went aboard of the Keliiiner- 


at 8:4(5, and a few minutes later the 
cup defender started for thu lightship.

hoped for more wind and said: 


"We are going to do our best today."

YACHT'S SPEED DECREASES. 


The yachts sailed the first four or five 


miles of the homeward course very slcnv- 
ly. Reliance with her great sail spi'eid 
continued to gain and a't 2:50 was over 
a mile in the van. Unless the wind de- 
creases the Reliance was the certain win- 
ner and Sir Thomas' third effort to win 
the Americas cup was doomed to fail- 
ure. 


The wind began -to haul a little to the 


south as the afternoon progressed. Most 
of the excursion fleet kept to the east- 
ward of the line but others hurried for- 
ward for a- good position near the finish 
line. At 3 o'clock Reliance was about 
eight railcs from the lightship and look- 
ed to be about a mile and a half ahead 
of the Shamrock. 


Sir Thomas' denied knowledge of stor- 


ies that there was friction between 
Captain Wringe of Shamrock III and 
Mr. Fife which were rife last night. 


He added he had not criticised Cap- 


tain Wriuge and it was said further on 
the Erin that Sir Thomas is deluged 
with anonymous letters and telegrams 
informing him that members of the crew 
are traitors to the interests of the boat. 
The owner of Shamrock said he paid no 
attention to them. At 
0 o'clock 
the 


prospects for a race were brighter. The 
wind had freshened to five knots. 


TO START ANYWAY. 


An hour before the time for the start 


there seemed to be little prospect of fin- 
ishing a race should one be started. Des- 
pite the discouraging conditions it was 
dcsided to make an attempt at a race 
and the course signaled was southeast 
for a windmird and leeward race. The 
wind at this time was scarcely more 
than three or four miles ail hour. In 
spite of the light air and the prospects 
of 
the yachts being unable 
to 
finish 


within the time limit the preparatory 
gun wus fired at 10:45. Six minutes be- 
fore the time set for the start the wind 
had increased to about five miles an 
hour and the light for position became 
brisk. 


SHAMROCK'S POOR START. 


Reliance held away for about a min- 


ute and then started after Shamrock. 


Both boats, when the starting gun was 


Bred, were on the windward side, head- 
ing toward the lightship. Reliance then 
pulled by Shamrock and rounding the 
lightship headed for the line on the port 
tack. In the meantime the handicap 
signal had been tired and Reliance, com- 
ing slowly for the line finally crossed it 
nearly a minute later. Shamrock was 
more than a minute astern of the Amer- 
ican boat and had a handicap of two 
minutes and five seconds. It was the 
worst start an English boat has made 
in an America's cup contest for many 
years. At 11:15 both yachts were sail- 
ing slowly on the starboard tack. Rc- 
| liance wes well in the le.id. The wind 


at that time was blowing about five 
knots. 


At 11:20 Shamrock was heading four 


or five points of the course sailed by 
Reliance. In fact the Reliance, twenty 
minutes after the start had an apparent 
lead of nearly half a mile. 


SMALL LEAD TO OVERCOME. 


The conditions of t/he start gave Re- 


liance a decided adva-ntfige, for though 
both yachts are officially timed as cross- 
ing at 11:02, Shamrock aetunlly crossed 
one minute and seven seconds behind 
her competitor, thereby 
reducing the 


time which Reliance must overcome in 
her time allowance one minute and seven 
seconds. Thus Reliance in actual sail- 
ing only has to overcome in lime allow- 
ance fifty seconds. 


Both yachts held to the eastward on 


the 
starboard tack until 11:28. Re- 


liance continued to lead by fully three- 
eighths of a mile. At 11:55 the wind 
in shore was blowing six or seven miles 
nil hour from the southeast and there 
were prospects of the race being finish- 
ed on time. 


Shnmrock was behind about a mile 


and apparently unable to hold Reliance. 
At 12:15 they were half way'to the out- 
er mark. 


SHAMROCK DOING BETTER. 


As the yachts dre\v nearer tl.'O outer 


mark, Shamrock seemed to hold Mic; Kc- 
liance bettor, appearing to point almost 
as high arid foot as fast. At 1:02 both 
boa'ts having nrndc a long tack to star- 
board came about and headed towards 
the stmth. They were sdmewhnt to tl:e 
westward of tho course and it looked us 
if they might reach the mark on the 
next tack. The wind off shore seemed to 
be holding fairly well blowing about six 
miles an hour. 


The port tack was held by Reliance 


for eighteen minutes when she went over 
to starboard and headed straight for the 
mark. The Shamrock went on the saive 


j tack at 1:21 about a mile iu the rear. 


The wind was very light ofl' shore and

one of the men in the party ran to a 
store and secured a bucket of melted 
tar.

The First of the Innovation Now Bcadr for 


. Practical Trial* 


Wellman in Record-Herald: 
The trol- 


ley sleeping car appears to have come 
to stay. A government official who re- 
cently made a journey through Indiana, 
and Ohio says the trolley sleeping car is 
a"foot and the Holland Sleeping Car com- 
pany of Indianapolis is building cars 
which are to be run between Columbus, 
Ohio, and Indianapolis, Ind., over three 
concerting eletftrie systems. 
This com- 


pany intends to develop the trolley sleep- 
ing car on the lines followed by the Pull- 
man company on steam roads—the com- 
pany owning and operating the cars in 
through routes over many electric lines. 
Two of these sleeping cars are now near- 
ly ready for the road. They are to be 
parlor cars during the day and sleeping 
cars a't night, with smoking and toilet 
rooms, and kitchens and dining 
com- 


partments are to be added to the next 
order. Each car will have accommoda- 
tion for twenty passengers. It is ex- 
pected 'the charge for a berth will be $2 
and for a compartment $3. Among the 
small comforts provided will be electri- 
cally 'heated curling irons for the use of 
women, electric cigar lighters 
in 
the 


smoking room and electric fans to keep 
a lively current of air through the cars 
day and night. 
• * * * 


According to tho arguments 
of the 


backers of the trolley sleeping car, it is 
•to be a. great boon to that best friend 
of the sleeping car companies, the com- 
mercial traveler. There are many ci'ties 
which are not a sufficient distance apart 
'to make a night's journey on a steam 
road, but which are 
nevertheless 
far 


enough apart 
so that an 
annoying 


amount of time is consumed in travel- 
ing the distance between them. 
Take, 


for instance, two ci'ties in the central 
states from 100 miles to 150 miles apart. 
The chances are ten to one that a trav- 
eling man, to whom every minute of the 
business hours is valuable and yet who 
can li'ttle afford bo break into a regular 
night's rest, is obliged either to consume 
part of the business day making a jour- 
ney between those two towns, or if he 
does not do this he is obliged to lose a 
part of his night's res't. Electric sleep- 
ing cars, making the trip in a night be- 
tween towns situated as outlined, are 
sure 'to have patronage. Trains on the 
steam railways are run to suit the con- 
venience of passengers traveling between 
the largest terminal cities. Those board- 
ing or leaving 'the train at smaller in- 
termediate poin'ts must simply make the 
best of an inconvenient schedule. 
• « • • 


Again, where two large cities are too 


near together to make a full night's ride 
on an ordinary steam road schedule, say 
150 miles to 225 miles, i'fc is customary 
for 'the steam roads to provide sleeping 
cars which can be occupied all 
night 


without regard to the time of arrival and 
departure of the train, but this is 'true 
only between the larger cities, and fur- 
ther than this one who has had exper- 
ience with this class of service knows 
that a. sleeping ear standing still on a 
hot night is not the most desirable place 
to rest. The average traveler 
would 


much prefer to be moving, even 'though 
at a slow rate of speed. 


Here is where the trolley sleeping car 


people expect to get in their work. By 
providing sleepers between towns for 125 
miles to 225 miles apart, -with time for a 
full night's rest in cars which are con- 
stantly in motion, without 
smoke 
or 


gases and cooled by electric fans; in sum- 
mer and heated—not baked—by electric 
heaters in cold weather., they believe 
they will be able 'to work up a big busi- 
ness.

NEW YORK, xiug. 25.—Reliance cle-1 


feated the Shamrock lit today in the 
second race 6f 'the international series 
by 1 minute IS seconds, over a triangular 
course. A thick haze over the 
ocean 


kept the yachts out of the 
spectators 


gazo most of the time. 
The Reliance 


'took the lead a't the start and was never 
headed, although at times the 
Sham- 


rock drew perilously near. 


CAPTAIN BARE IS FOXY. 


The preliminary signal was fired at 


10:45 and immediately after the fight 
for position began. As usual Reliance 
followed Shamrock in her various man- 
euvers about the line, neither boat go- 
ing very far away from the starting 
point. 


Captain Barr out-genevaled his rival, 


Capt. Wringe. at the outset. He sent 
the Reliance across the starting line 1 
minute and 24 seconds ahead of Sham- 
rock III. More than that, the Kcliance 
was a full quarter of a mile to the wind- 
ward of the British boat. The start of 
today's race accordingly lacked all of 
the thrilling features which made the 
beginning of Saturday's contest a sight 
long to be remembered. A few minutes 
before the starting gun was fired Sham- 
rock HI seemed to go awry. For the 
moment it appeared that something had 
gone wrong aboard.

Four minutes before 
the start 
the

lightship and rounded it to port. 


BOTH BOATS ARE OFF. 


iSapt. Barr allowed his opponent to 


go around and then followed 
closely. 


The yachts ran the- length of the line 
close hauled on port tack. 


Barr now and then held his boat off 


and was in a position to get over the 
line in short order. Meanwhile, Sham- 
rock overran the committee boat Navi- 
gator, making the leeward end of tlie 
line. The starting gun was fired. Re- 
liance headed for the lino and thirty-six 
seconds later was oil on the thrash for 
the line. Shamrock went on away from 
the line and the spectators wondered 
what it all meant. Finally, the chal- 
lenger came about and crossed tlie line, 
•being timed at 11:02:00 as she crossed 
after the handicap gun. The wind was 
now out of the south about seven knots. 
Reliance was a quarter mile to the wind- 
ward of.

SHAMROCK DOING FiNE. 


Ten minutes after the star*, they were

being a quarter of a mile to the wind- 
ward and the same distance out ahead 
of the challenger. The boats sailed very 
slowly, scarcely more than four or five 
miles aa hour. 


At 11:42:30 Reliance 
being 
about 


three miles off Sea-bright tacked to star- 
board, having held the port tack for 
forty minutes. Shamrock held on until 
she got well to weather of the Reliance's 
wake, when she also tacked. 


At 11:43 both boats were heading off 


shore oil the starboard tack. Reliance in 
the lead, but the Shamrock pointing 
fully as high. The wind began to shift. 
to west of south and it looked as though 
the boats would be able to turn the first 
mark without another tack. 


CLOSE RACE IN PROGRESS. 


This tack proved to be fully as long 


as the first one and the race was devel- 
oping into an exciting contest. Neither 
boat seemed to be able to secure any de- 
cided advantage although the Reliance 
was leading. Shamrock held the wind- 
ward position. At 122:21:05

went about on the port tack and head- 
ed in

At this time the weather was 


thick and it was dilFicult to discern the 
yachts in the haze. 


YACHT STORY BY TUG. 


At 12:05 the wind had veered around 


a little west of south, enabling the rac- 
ing yachts to fetch the turning mark 
easily. Evidently tliose on 
board the 


English 
vessel 
made out the flashing 


mark first, for she was eased a trifle 
and 
the yacht bore away 
some. At 


12:10 
Reliance felt the shift of wind and 


Capt. Barr made out the turning mark 
in tlie haze. He at or.cc had Reliance 
around, but Shamrock had cut down 
her lead greatly through the favorable 
shift of wind. Ncaring the mark rap- 
idly the jibtopsail was taken in by the 
bowsprit men on Reliance. 


At 12:20 Shamrock's 
crew lowered 


their jibtopsail and ran up the balloon 
jib in stops. 
Reliance made the murk 


very quickly and wore around it with a 
rush at 12:21:00 
(unofficial). 


Sheets were eased to port for the 


reach to the second corner of the tri- 
angle. For some reason that could not 
be learned the balloon jib was not brok- 
en out immediately after turning. 


There was no unnecessary delay break- 


ing out the ballooner on Shamrock and 
she 
gained perceptibly. The 
English 


yacht was timed as turning at 12.23:30 
(unoflicial). 


Tbe jibs and 


yachts were lowered and the ballooncrs 
had been broke out. Balloons forestay 
were broken to take their place but a 
few 
another shift to the west of south so 
that the- racers were enabled to carry 
spinnakers for a short time on the sec- 
ond leg. 


At 12:55 the wind had worked back 


into the south and the sheets had to be 
trimmed well aft to hold the course for 
the second mark.

TOO CLOSE FOR COMFORT. 


The wind which had hauled to south 


southwest, was blowing about four knots 
when Reliance laid her course for the 


fore staysails on both 


finish line ten miles away. It was a 
close reach with sheets eased just enough 
to put the yachts on almost their best 
point of sailing. Though Shamrock III 
was nearly a mile away the difference 
in time was so slight as to make every 
spectator nervous. 


SHAMROCK GAINS AT FINISH. 
The wind held true and steady and 


Reliance gained until about a mile from 
the finish when the wind slackened off. 
Reliance still held her own, but half a 
mile from the finish the wind seemed to 
forsake her and the pace became slower 
and slower while Shamrock III with a 
good wind, came booming on. She was 
dangerously near and gaining on Reli- 
ance, crossing the line. Four minutes 
and forty seconds lat^r Shamrock III 
crossed.

ially over the central and western por- 
tions of 'the corn belt, the most deeiderl. 
advance being reported from Nebraska 
and Kansas. la the upper Ohio valley 
corn is 
suffering 
seriously for rain, 


which is also needed in portions of Illi- 
nois and Missouri add much of the crop 
in Iowa will suffer unless rain falls soon. 
The reports indicate that early eorn will 
be safe rom frost by September 15 to 
Oct. 1 and late corn from Oct. 1 So Oct. 
15. Dates by which it is estimated the 
crop in the principal corn states will be 
safe from frost are given in detail in t'ne 
accompanying state summaries. 


Considerable spring wheat remains to 


be cut in North Dakota, bu'fc harvesting 
is practically finished elsewhere in the 
spring wheat region and threshing is in 
progress. 
In Southern Minnesota much 


grain in shock is damp. In South Dako- 
ta, Nebraska and Kansas the 
weather 


has been highly favorable for stacking. 
Harvesting is nearly finished in Oregon 
and advancing rapidly in Washington, 
the grain being of a superior quality. 


The reports indicate a very gener.il 


decline in the condition of apples except 
in the southern portion of middle Atlan- 
tic states where, the outlook continues 
favorable. 


Fall plowing has progressed urd^r fa- 


vorable conditions, except in t!>3 Ohio 
valley aud central portions of the Miss- 
issippi valley where the soil is too dry.

ROOTS LETTER TO PRESIDENT. 
President Roosevelt today authorized 


the following statement: 


"Tlie president some months ago ten- 


dered the secretaryship of war to Judge 
Taft and at that tiuie it was arranged 
thnt he would succeed Secretary Root. 
Secretary Root will go out of office some 
time in January and Judge Taft will as- 
sume the duties of the office shortly af- 
terward." 


The president also authorized the pub- 


lication of the correspondence between 
him and Secretary Root concerning the 
hitter's resignation. In full, the corres- 
pondence follows: 


"Dear Mr. President: You have been 


good to ossent to the sufficiency of the 
reasons for which I have wished to re- 
tire to private life as soon as practica- 
ble after the establishment of the gen- 
eral staff of the army and the comple- 
tion of my full four years of service as 
secretary of war. While it is under- 
stood ihat you will probably not arrange 
to fill the office as you wish before the 
end of the year and thnt I am to re- 
main io office in tlie moantinipi it is pro- 
bable that, you will be ready 'to send a 
mime to the senate in November or "De- 
cember and before you do so my resig- 
nation should be in your hands.. I find 
myself on the eve of sailing for England 
to attend the sessions of the Alaska 
boundary tribunal quite unable to judge 
how many months I shall be kept away 
from 'this country and T therefore no 
tender my resignation of the office of 
secretary of war to take effect upon the 
appointment and qualifications of 
my 


successor. I shall carry with me una- 
bated loyalty to your 
administration, 


confidence in the sound conservatism nnd 
unselfishness of your policy and endur- 
ing gratitude for the kindness and con- 
sideration with which your friendship 
has honored me. I shall not cease to 
appreciate the sympathy and loyalty to

JMiller. This letter rend as follows, be- 
ing sent by ihe acting private secretarj- 
of the president: 


3Iy Dear Sir:—The president 
directs 


me to send you herewith for your in- 
formation copies of two letters sen't to 
Secretary Cortelyou with reference to 
tho government printing office, which de- 
fine the attitude of the administration 
in connection with the subject discussed. 
They arc sent for your information and 
guidance, as they indicate the policy of 
tho president in this matter. 


Tho substance of these two letters is 


as follows: 
Tho first one of July 13th, 


sitid: 


"There is no objection to the. employes 


of the- government printing ofRce consti- 
tuting themselves into a. union if they 
so desire, but no rules or resolutions of 
that union can be permitted to override 
the laws of the United States, which it 
is my sworn duty to enforce." 


The substance of tho second letter of 


date July 14th was the quoting of the 
finding of the An'thracitto coal commis- 
sion as regarded the employment of la- 
bor and was as follows: 


"It is adjudged and awarded -that no 


person shall be refused employment or 
in uny way discriminated against on ac- 
count of membership or nonmcmbership 
in any labor organization, and that there 
shall be no discrimination or 
interfer- 


ence with uny employe who is not 
a 


member oS any lobor organization 
by 


members of such organization." 


In referring to this finding the presi- 


dent commented saying: 


"It is oi course mere elementary de- 


cency to require that all the government 
departments shall be handled in accord- 
ance with the principle thus clearly and 
fearlessly enunciated." 


It is obvious enough a president of it-he 


United States could 
do nothing 
else 


when his attention officially was called 
to discriminations between one citizen 
and another. Wore the president -to de- 
clare the departments of -the government 
closed to one class of citizens for the rea- 
son such did not belong to an organiza- 
tion of another class of citizens it might 
bo an interesting question, '£ he would 
not be liable to impeachment. 


This is tho extent of the interfering of 


President Roosevelt. No order has been 
sent to any department calling for any 
investigate whatever. If no 
further 


cases are called to Ms official attention, 
he will not in tho least interfere with 
any governmental department. 
It 
is 


only where olucially he must interfere, 
that such, will take place. 
Some offic- 


ious persons have been endeavoring to 
make it appear the president has declar- 
ed war uprfh union labor in the govern- 
ment. 
Ho certainly 'has done nothing 


of -the sort. There can be no discrimina- 
tion against union labor in the govern- 
ment departmontB or anywhere olstr, un- 
less it is so discriminated against, by be- 
ing refused enrploymsnt. This the pres- 
ident has not done and will not do. Nei- 
ther have any notifications in any form 
been sent out, .further than the letters 
to his cabinet ns above referred to. 


DAMAGE SUITS. 


' The large- number of damage 
suits 


against Chicago and other large 
cities 


has long attracted 
itho 
attention of 


thoughtful d'fcizens. 
While it is 
true 


more or less of these claims are exagger- 
ated as (to the extent of injuries received, 
it may be suggested as an offset that it 
is more certain nil the individuals dam- 
aged by reason of faulty municipal im- 
provements and 
defective 
walks 
and 


streets, do not put In claims. Right here 
in Bacino time, and time again persona 
havo been injured by reason of defective 
walks long known to be defective nnd no 
alrahns have been filed against tho ctty. 
Then too, many clnfros havo been fllud 
for alleged injuries. Bu't in Chicago for 
some reason, courts and juries have had 
wider sway and judgments arc now 
hanging .over ±Jie:-«ity ior-"three .'to four 


millions ol dollars, and the question is, 
•how are they io be paid? 


In Chicago the Civic Federation have 


taken up the matter and have made some 
suggestions, one being, says a Chicago 
paper, "by securing a legislative enact- 
ment limiting the 'time in which damage 
clainls may bo brought 
and 
requiring 


that in cases of injury from defective 
sidewalks the plain'fciff rnuat make a full 
•and detailed statement within 
thirty 


days of the accident. The need of some 
measure whiei will regulate the method 
of lega-1 procedure in- these cases is shown 
by past experience. At the present time 
sui'ts are frequently instituted two years 
after the 
accident 
which 
forms 
the 


ground for action. The cit.y law depart- 
ment, wi'th its limited force-, has then lit- 
tle chance 'to secure the necessary evi- 
dence for an effective defense and prac- 
tically no way of finding out whether a 
given suit is a just claim for damages 
sustained or simply an attempt <to mulct 
the city." 


The point is ma3e that the great ma- 


jority of aceid-ents for which cities are 
held responsible are 
acoidents 
grow- 


ing out of defective walks and streets 
and more notably the sidewalks. This 
is trite in every town and city, and while 
it is hard to io any wise encourage such 
suits ng-ains't our burdened 
municipali- 


ties, still it is the only way by which the 
community can induce the authorities to 
do their duty as regards 
compelling 


property owners to repair and construct) 
new walks. It has been suggested that 
if the city instead of fooling around with 
the property owners 
would 
of 
itself 


either repair or rebuild as tho case de- 
manded, and then assess -tlic cost 'to the 
property holder, this method would con- 
siderably remedy the trouble. The city 
does this with the streets and there is 
no reason why it should not see to it that 
all defective walks are 
looked 
after 


promptly. Notifying property owners is 
slow work, and then too, some of these 
are not always easy to get at or locate. 
But the taxes can always be collected. 


THE "IMSTIHIXG" CUSTOM. 


If the claim the retiring age establish- 


ed by customforourarmyandnavy serves 
to leave hopes among the lower grades 
of -officials for advancement, it can hard- 
ly bo denied but that such has also made 
fruitful gouncls for the 
exhibition 
of 


jealousies among officers, and numerous 
cabals in the departments. With the ab- 
sence of a retiring age it is not likely 
there would have been any Corbina or 
Crowninshieids to 
annoy the country 


with their pomposity and -to serve as 
drags upon the generals of the nrmy and 
the admirals of the navy. No European 
government has 
established 
what 
is 


known as a retiring age, and their gener- 
als, and their naval officials serve their 
years without jealous underlings and offi- 
cialism in the departments harrassing 
their lives. 
In this country when an 


army official has arrived at the age of G'2, 
however competent, however good 
a 


physical condition, he is at once retired 
upon half pay. The same thing in the 
navy with the age limit fixed at (1-1. Our 
most brilliant generals 
and 
admirals 


have invariably been forced out at the 
retiring age but it has never been shown 
tha'fc the sentiments of the country, out- 
side of Washington approve 
of 
this 


method. 


Our statesmen are not retired at the 


age of wisdom, sixty and sixty four, they 
are retained or retain themselves either 
way 
in 
the 
service of 
the 
coun- 


try. The same reasons exactly that are 
given for the legal retiring age in the 
army and navy are applicable a dozen 
times 
over ° io 
establishing 
a 


retiring 
age 
in 
tho 
ranks 
of 


officials 
in 
civil 
life. 
What 
a 


chance there would be for our public 
men if the law established an age limit 
beyond which no man should serve as 
president, vice president, United States 
senator 
or 
congressman, 
ambassador 


abroad, minister or consul. 
Then too 


the states would have a retiring limit 
or rather an age beyond which no man 
could serve for governor or state official. 
It will be understood that the one potent 
argument for retiring army olliccrs and 
naval officers is to make room for the 
lower in rank, for it could hardly be 
argued that those arriving at the. age 
limit were for that reason incompetent 
to serve. Certainly an age limit is pre- 
cisely as applicable in civil life as it is 
in army and naval life. 


OXiE TRUST IN FOHECLOStJRB. 
In the forclosure proceedings commenc- 


ed against the United States Ship Build- 
ing Company by the New York Security 
a>ncl Trust Co., there will be an opportun- 
ity to discover the quality of water in- 
jected into these trusts. The suit is to 
foreclose a mortgage given to 
secure 


ihe issue of mortgage bonds face value, 
$20,000,000 known as twenty-year 
five 


per cent, collaterals. This mortgage is 
supposed 'to cover the property of the 
ship building company everywhere 
and 


also the capital stock of the Bethlehem 
Steel company, and so far so good as one 
says, and James Smith Jr., receiver of 
this particular feature will look after 
his end. But there is also another np- 
pendage to be considered and another re- 
ceiver if the tangle has been read rightly. 
This is perhaps best explained in an ar- 
ticle made public as follows: 


"Tho property of tho defendant corpor- 


ation, now in the hands of o receiver ap- 
pointed by the federal courts of New 
Jersey, Is, however, subject to a prior 
lien in the shape of a $18,000,000 mort- 
gage, issued to secure the payment of a 
series of $18,000,000 bonds, fn which the 
Mercantile Trust company of New York 
Is trustee. Au action has already been 
commenced in the United States courts 
of New Jersey to foreclose the 
prior 


mortgage. 
The only lien against the 


capital stock of the Bethlehem Steel com- 
pany, according to tho complaint filed 
today, is the series of $10,000,000 of 
bonds issued to tho New York Security 
and Trust company, and which it now 
seeks to foreclose." 


.This is .the same, thing in. which, that 


captain of industry, Charles Schwab, is 
alleged to be interested to the extent of 
pulling off several millions as a payment 
in turning over the Bethlehem Steel con- 
cern. But the above are just the bonds, 
and where the stockholders will come in, 
cither preferred or common, is quite an- 
other story. 


FREIGHT REBATES AGAIN. 


Excessive amounts paid by the rail- 


road companies in rebates for private 
cars are claimed to be in fact freight re- 
bates given contrary to the laws enact- 
ed last winter by congress. Complairithas 
been made to thft. absolete Inter State 
Commerce Commission whose decisions 
every court has held to be of no force, 
that is. where it was desired to carry 
into effect the decisions, thai such re- 
bates given favored owners of these priv- 
ate ears, such ns has been claimed by 
Chairman Midglo.y is enjoyed by the Ar- 
mor people, is illegal and in contravention 
of the law. This favoritism as states 
Chairman Midgloy enables favored com- 
bines aud corporations to drive out of 
business their competitors, and build up 
a monopolj', and is at present the most 
formidable foe of American railroads. 
But there is too 
the pass question. 


There arc reasons for believing passes 
aro as easy to obtain as ever and it is 
a singular thing to some people to hear 
of passes being enjoyed by those seem- 
ingly unable 'to return the favor, but 
probably the little joker lies in, the in- 
fluence brought to bear.. 
If Chairman 


Midgley is correct the laws enacted last 
winter are being violated, and the charg- 
es made there was in fact no intention 
of enforcing tho nnti trust laws by con- 
gress, given substance. 


THOSE MAIITYU GOVEIUiOllS. 
Governor Yates of Illinois is another 


governor on -the martyr line. 
He has 


not been possessed with an. itching to 
force his reform brands upon .the people 
of his stato, but from the accounts of 
Tnatters and things he has insisted upon 
wielding the party 
machinery 
as so 


minded and naturally in his own iiatcr- 
ests. The Illinois press have at cli-Tcrcnt 
times shown his methods of operating, 
and it has not yet been forgotten that 
two of the best members of the state 
board of chnrities and reform were com- 
pelled to resign to preserve their own 
self respect. Other instances have occur- 
red, displaying the resources of a pure- 
ly political governor, similar to the ex- 
hibition in progress in this state. But 
despite the protests of prominent party 
loaders, tho carefully expressed desires of 
tho president, GovcrnorJYa'tes persists in 
again becoming a candidate, and 
his 


party following such as it is, and himself 
pretend 'tho wishes of the people will im- 
pel him.to be a candidate for re-election. 
But the Illinois governor singularly errs, 
for he neither possesses the confidence of 
the party leaders, or of tho people either.

One prominent labor leader has

courage of his convictions. This is J. R. 
Sovereign, for a number of years at the 
head of the Knights of Labor. It seems 
Mr. Sovereign has been located at Wal- 
lace, Idaho, concerned in the manage- 
ment of the Idaho Tribune, the organ of 
the Miner's union, but ivjll now proceed 
to start a new paper of his own. The 
reason given by this labor leader himself 
is, that the owners of the Tribune, as 
represented by the usual board of direc- 
tors, directed him to expound socialistic 
doctrines and this he declined to do and 
accordingly tho Millers' union having de- 
cided differently, he leaves the now soc- 
ialistic organ and will work in the field 
he regards the best interests of labor. 
Mr, Sovereign, as an American citizen 
has no use for socialism in any form and, 
declares he will not countenance it. 


There is nothing -the matter with the 


currency so far at least as can be dis- 
cerned in remedying matters on Wall 
street. No amount of remedying or ex- 
tent of issues of money could correct the 
gambling tendencies on our great boards 
of trade nnd stock boards. All the cur- 
rency laws in the world would not 
correct troubles in the stock and grain 
markets or wipe out their adjuncts the 
bucket shops. 
There may be possibly 


some necessary improvements that might 
be made, but as to more facilities for 
Wall street, there are sufficiently enough 
as it is. The country does not want 
more facilities that the speculators, the 
trusts and the combines can fatten upon 
the people. The pasturage is already 
sufficiently nutritive. 


It seems though the western cattlemen 


were strong enough to have Col. Mosc- 
by recalled for his grim pursuit of them 
for violating national law in fencing the 
public domain, that in the end, such have 
been the ppstiferousness of the settlers 
urging on the government and protesting 
against the illegal use of the public lands 
and great injustice to them, that the

own, and in consequence notice has been 
served by the Cattlemen's association 
that the fences will all be down by the 
first of September.

RIVAL TURKS IN" CRUELTY. 


The insurgents are doubtless taking a 


terrible revenge and are exccxiting the 
revolutionary program to the letter. The 
reported concentration of large Turkish 
forces in the Aclriana.ple district at Mus- 
tafa-Pasha Kizylagach n.nd other points 
on the Bulgarian frontier is regarded 
with much apprehension in Sofia as it is 
well known that in case of war an inva- 
sion would occur from this direction.

When the hostess is not 
served first it is the rule to begin with 
the lady next to her on the right and be- 
gin with a different guest with each 
course, so that no one shall be always 
last.

Racine Pioneer Stricken at Win- 


netka and His Death is 


Hourly Expected.- 


FOUND UNCONSCIOUS IN 


.BOOM A FEW DAYS AGO 


!ame. to Racine in 1841 When Fourteen 
Years of Age—Promluently Ident- 


ified With. City History-Held 


Several Offices. 


Word has been received from Winnet- 


ca, 111., that Horatio T. Taylor, a promi- 
uet pioneer of Eacine of the year 1841, 
las been stricken with paralysis and is 
not expected to live. For a long time 
Mr. Taylor 
has been, living with 
his 


laughter, Mrs. William B. Dyer, at Win- 
netka, but made weekly visits to friends 
n the'Belle City. Mrs. Dyer went to 
;he .room of her father one morning a 
few days ago and found him unconscious 
and physicians said thftt he had been 
stricken with paralysis. The news of 
:iis condition will be learned with regret 
i>y his hundreds of friends here. 


CAME TO EACINE IN 1841. 


Mr. Taylor was born in Batavia, New 


York, in 1827. When 14 years old he 
came to Eacine and entered upon his 
career us a salesman for the pioneer firm 
of Lee it Dixon, general merchants. He 
was with this firm ten years and 
1851 he engaged in the grocery business 
for himself, his store being in a little 
wooden building where the Utley build' 
ing now stands, at. Monument square and 
Sixth streets. He continued in this 
business for thirty years. During this 
period he held many public offices. 
It 


was in the year 1357 that he accepted 
the position of deputy sheriff of Eacine 
and held the office four years. In the 
fall of 1860 he was elected sheriff and 
continued two years. He was also a 
deputy 
United States marshal 
while 


deputy sheriff. In tho fall of 1862 he 
was elected to the lower house of the 
Wisconsin legislature and served during 
the sessions of 1862 and 1804 and wns 
on several important comoiittees. 
He 


was also a member of the board of edu- 
cation of Eacine and also a member of 
the board of supervisors. 


About 1875 3Ir. Taylor weut. on the 


road for the J. I. Case T. M. Co., and for 
nine'years was employed in that capac- 
ity. In IfifiB he ivas employed in the 
stock department of that company and 
later he became the proprietor of a ho- 
tel. 


THREE CIIILDHEN LIVING. 


In 1850 Mr. Taylor was married to 


Miss 
Maria Campbell. In 1S7G Mrs. 


Taylor died. There arc three children, 
Charles Taylor, Mrs. William B. Dyer 
and Henry Taylor. Mr. Taylor was a 
member of tlie Eacinc Social Whist club. 


This 
afternoon 
a Journal 
reporter 


talked to Mr. W. B. Dyer, who is at 
Winnetka, over 
the telephone. 
Mr. 


Dyer said that Mr. Tuylor was very low 
and oxpect«d to die at almost any hour. 
Ho said that Mr. Taylor had been found 
in his room -unconscious and had not re- 
vived since.

Comnuindery.

their opinions that the decision will not 
liold good atid that the- courts will so 
bold. 
Policy holders are 
equally 
as 


much interested in the outcome as the 
agents for there is possibly $300,000 in- 
surance involved in the possible distribu- 


n^ by^he companies of their surplus 


among the policy holders. 


It wilt be remembered that the action 


of Mr. Hos't was against the Equitable 
Life Assurance society of 
the 
United 


States. Yesterday this company, in 'the 
Superior court of Milwaukee, commenc- 
ed suit to cJijoin the insurance commis- 
sioner from carrying' out his decision: 
The suit will no doubt reach 'Its su- 
.jremc court before a final determination 
3 decided. It is alleged by the plaintiff- 
:hat the law Tinder which the decision 
of Commissioner Host wns rendered is 
not mandatory in its provisions, as to the 
;ime wheu insurance companies may dis- 
tribute their surplus, and docs not re- 
juirc such companies to make any distri- 
bution whatever of .iny part of their 
funds, whether such funds are denomi- 
nate! as surplus or not. 


INTENDED AS RESTRICTION. 


It is held that so far from imposing 


any obligation upon such companies to 
mnkc distribution of any pnr't of their 
funds, the statute is and wns intended to 
DO a restriction and limitation apon the 
amount or proportion of the aascls of 
tho fnmls of mir-h companleB wUch may 
>o distributed by them among the policy 
iiolders as curplus, or otherwise, at nnv 
timo whatever.
